weather chaunged and wee hada ſtorme, with. a very 
datke cloudie skie, whereby we were in great daunger,8: 
fora ſecond daungera great Whale fiſh came cloſeto our 
{cute, but God ſent vs better weather, and ſo with that 
thicke skie we got on bord our ſhippes: our menthought 
we had beene caſt away, but (ſeeing, vs come towards the 
ſhips they reioyced, The North point ranne further into 
the ſea,as it is ſet down, and within the middle of the bay 
. lyeth a (mall Iſland, where we had many birds called Pix. 
2ajps and ſea Wolues, which we eate, butthe Pin. 
euinsare better meat then the ſea Wolues, we

A Is the forme and manner ofthe kinges Pallace;at the 
fore part hauing adore, on each {idea wall, in the middle 
betweenethem certaine houſes without walles, onely to 
ſhadowthem from the heate of the Sunne,and from thar 
place mounting ypapaire of ſtayres, you enter intothe 
Pallace, hehath many of theſe houſes, and each of aſeue- 
ral making,ſome round, ſome ſquare. 

B As we fiiſtariuedthere, we foundea alt riuer, but 
nofreſh watcr. 

C From this point we had the firſt hogges,which wee 
eate very lauorly,and becauſe we had many wyndings 8 
turninges,before we could getabout this point, we calde 
itby the name of cabodas Porcas, orthe hogges point. 

D This Bay of yong Holland, or Bay Formeſa, ſo called 
by reaſon ofthe greate abundance of vifuals, that wee 
found thercin, as oxen, hogges,goates, hennes,duckes & 
many other ſtrange and knowne iruites: there welay vn= 
ders,degrees, and zz. minutes, in this Bay wee had of all 
thinges rhat wee wanted, the king ſent certaine of his 
Lordes and one ofhis brethren ynto vs, whome they cal- 
ledthe Kyloor, being chiefe commander next the King, 
witha greatetrayne ofmen,that offered vsall friend{hip, 
whatſocuerthey could doe, and at his firſt tomming hee 
ſent vs two wilde hennes, much like Pheſantes, with o0- 
ther fruites and commoaditics,and out ofthis Bay we put 
to ſea,to come for Hollayd, | |

peece ofa ryall of 8, cachhogge,they are allblacke hogs, 
and grunt like owers, but ſomewhat differing in forme , 
they likewiſe broughtvs duckes, hennes egges, and all 
kindes of fruites,as Lemmons,Orrenges,and other fruits, 
torthe which wee gaue beades, money, lead, and other 


things, 
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We lent Paulus van Caerden,onlandto procure 


the kingesfauour,which was neceſſary for vs,with certain 
preſentes, vz.20. elles of figured veluet ofa light colour, 
ſome fine corals,certaine drinking glaſles,4. paire ofnew 
ſhoes,two faire looking glaſſes,and a good Caliuer,al the 
ſtocke being inlayed with bone,which he receiued verie 
thankefully: whereupon the next day Paulus was condu-. 
&ed by the king himſelfvnto the ſtrand, which we might 
ealily behold, he ſhewed vs that the king ſate vpona Wa- 
20n,drawne by two white buffels,and fate alone therein 
with a whip in his hande, ierking as harde with it, as any - 
Wagoner with vs vſceth to doe,many of his Lordes riding- 
on horſebacke by him,and ſome on foote tothe number 
of 305-attheleaſt, his guarde werearmed with ſpeares. 
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with handles of pure golde;the pointes-being ſtecle and 
the ſtaues hollow within,about their neckes hung a caſe 
of arrowes with their bow out of their ſpearcs, and there- 
with hutt their ennemies, and ſome great braſle peeces, 
but not ſo eaſily to be ſhor offas our Caliuers - attheir 
fides they hung Crifles or Turkiſh falchons, 

Our gentlemen going on land, he vied them with great 
honor,giuing tkem horſesto ride on, and then brought 
them into one of his Pallaces, vyhereot he hath many, ſer- 
uing them like princes,and gaue them drinkciin veſlels of 
puregold. : 

As we fayled from Capodt Porcos,to the Bay of young 
Holland, wee percciucd itto be a very good land, as ſome 
of our men certified vs,that had trauelled certain miles in- 
to thecountric,full of all kindes of fruites and trees, and 
diuersrunning ſtreames; which are yſed by the. inhabi- 
tantesto water and refreſh the land,ſothat you canſcarſe 
trauell halfe an hower,but you finde eytheravillage ora. 
rowne,and to conclude, it isa very cuen & fruiteful coun- 
trey, as any that weſaw during our voyage, being ſo po- 
pulous that ve can raiſeat leaſt 300 thouſand men on foot, - 
and 100.thouſand on horſeback: whereby it ſheweth that. 
heis much mightyerthen any of the kings of aus, 

Paſſing from Capo de Porcosaiong by a low ſtrand, wee 
found ittobe compaſſedabout witha wall of three miles. 
long,made much like Flancardes,full of holesto ſhoot ar, . 
thcreby to reſiſt ſuch as ſhold aſſaile thE on the water (ide. 

Thereabouteslying at anker there borded and com- 
paſſed vs attheleaſt 60. fiſher-boates , to looke vpon the 
ſhip, wherein they tooke great-pleaſure, and hauing be- 
held her,as long as pleaſed them, they left vs, 

Theinhabitantes ſhewed vs that about rs. or 19. yeres- 
before, there had beenea ſhip with men in it like vnto vs, . 
among the whichthere were ſome that could cut arope 
WF £ in 


infive or ſixe peecesand make itwhole againe, asking ys 
ifwee had any ſuch menabordeour ſhippe,thatcould do | 
thelike,and we ſaide yea,as in truth we had one whome |} 
wee brought backe againe, that coulde ſkill of ſuch jug- 
ling royes, and although itwas not twenty yeares ſince 
Sir Frances Drake had been there, yet wee perceived, that | 
by the deſctiprionof his perſon 8 his ſhip, that it was he 
"whom they meant. 


The ſhape and deſcription ofa ſtrange Birde, whichthe 
Hollanders ſhippes for the rareneſle thereof brought | 
with thein out of Taua, into Holland, 
T* Orthe ſtrangenes thereof haue here ſet downe the 
ſhape ofa bird,almoſt twice as great as a (wanne, of a 
blacke colour,the body full of black feathers, which | 
haue two or three feathers at each quill, the feathers 
ſoft andthickelikean Eſtrich feather, without winges or 
tongue: 'vponthecrowne ofthe head it hath a ſhell as 
harde asa Torteaux ſhell, it defendeth it ſelfe with the 
clawes, wherewith ir ſtriketh backewarde hike a horſe: the

among other thinges it fell to one of the owners for his 
- ſhare, whereitis much reſorted vnto and feene of all the | 
country people for aſtrange & wonderful work of G _ 
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TheAddiuon, 


Thefirſt of wilde men aboutthe cape de Bon Speranza, 
which (eeme to bee Canibals, for they eate rawe fleſh, 
with the guttes and entrailes of beaſtes, without makin 
them cleane. Their aparell is the skinne of a beaſt, hang- 
ing like a mantle, cut chequer wiſein many places for the 
more beautie; they haue a very filthy ſauour, clocking 
intheir ſpeech like Turkey Cockes, wearing a Fox taile 
| before theirpriuie members, and of ſmall ſtature : There 

appearcd vnto vs about thirtic ofthem in a troupe: their 
weapons are a pyke or Iauclin about two fadome long 
with abroad point of [ron : we could not perceyue any 
place of their abode: they were very deſirous of Iron,and 
their Oxen haue great lumps or hilles of fleſh v pon their 
backes. 


The ſecond of wilde men inthe Tland of Madagaſcar 
otherwiſe called the Iſland of Saint Laurence, dwelling 
on the ſouthweſt end thereof, vnder thirtie three de- 
greesandahalfe on the Sauth fide of the EquinoGall 
line, very ſirong and audacious. Their apparel 15a cotton 
cloth about their priuie members: Their weapons ate 
arrowes or dartes, whereof they haue their left hand full, 
and throw with their right hande ſo ſtedfaſtly, that they 
will hitre amarke of the bigneſle of a ſtiuer: they neyther 
ſow nor mow, the richer ſort liuing vpon beaſts, and the 
poorer by fiſhing : Their ornaments are Copper ringes 
about their armes : there wee founde not any fruit, but 
great ſtore of Parrats and Meercattes.

The firſt ofa wild man dwellingin the Bay of T aweill, 
in what ſort he goeth tothe warres, with aſpeare of two 
fadomelong, with a broad iron point, 8&in his left hand 
a woodden Target, which will not defendthem, againſt 
the ſhot ofa Caliwer: we taught them how to know our 
pecces, wherevpon they forbad vs our countrey, know- 
ing they-had offended vs. 


The feconde'of the manner oftheir Oxcn, having a 
lumpe of fat vpon their backes, and ſheepe, that are very 
good, their tailes being an elle long, and twenty inches, 
broad, whereby they are aboue a quarter of a'theepe in 
quantitic of fleſh. 


Thethird ofa king of the great bay of T angil, withrwo 
Hornesvypon his head,that came into our Pinnace: wee 
hadatunne of Ryce, and otherthings of him, which we 
exchanged for thinges of {malt value, being blacke and 
with his hornes he ſhewedlikea Dcuill, with many cop- 
perrings about their arms: wedealt withthem byinter- 
preters,and they gaue vs drinke made of hony andRyce.

_ ; Thefirſt of the principal Gouernor of Samatrs, whom - 
wethought robea King, The Krghgpaly hee came into 
ourſhips to {cethem, apparrelledatter the Turkiſh matt- 
ner, withatowle about his head, hauing ſmall eyes, great 
eye browes, and little beard, for we might tell the haires 
vpon his chinne- he preſented vs with Beteleand chalke, 
which they alwayes chaw in their moutnes, hee looked: 
very fiercely, but to vs heſhewed himlclte very friendly, 
and vicd great reuerence vnto vs. 


| Theſecond ofthe Portingalles dwelling in Bantam, 
that goin that manner ofapparell, who vpon the 22, of 
July 1596. being a whole pran or boatefull, ſaying they

. Thefirſt ofa wild man inan Iland lying right before the 
ſtraight of Sunda Calaza, that goeall naked without any 
thing before their members, redde of colour: we coulde 
not winne them to deale with vs, that wee might goe a 
ſhorein their Iſland, and yet the land hath beene diſco- 
uered heretofore. 


The ſecond of a man in the towne of Bantam, com - 
ming from the market: their apparell isa peece of cotton 
cloth or of filke, wrapped about their middles: They are 
very bold with their poinyards,called Gf hereof they 
are very proud: [tisa very ſtately kindot people,and hold 
thelaw of Mahomet. 


The third ofa womaniin Iavs, more eſteemedthen 
the commonſort of women in that countrey. 
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The deſcription-of the ſhippes and feutes of:7,4pa, that are 
very ſwift, whereby.ina calme we could not teach them: 
thetwooares behind istheir Ruther: they roule 
their failes vp like Seacardsvpon a ſticke, 
and they haue many ſhips and of 

____ diuersburthens, 


A. An ordinary boatof 1aua, which they vſe, as in 
our Countrey we doto carry billets and faggots. 

'B Aboatof1lazamuch after the order of our wherrie 
boares, hauing poles lying outon both ſides, which they 
vieas wedo our oares, for the little boates:by which they 
are<qually held vp, thatthe wind ſhould not ouerthrow 
them : and they go moſt ſiyittly: we had no pinnace that 
could overtake them.

The firſt ofa Chiniſh man in his apparell, whom wee 
faw without Bantam, walking in the market or Burſe, 
which dealt with many ſorts of wares, out of China, as 
Muske,Ciuet, Amber, Quickſiluer, Lead, CO 
ofall ſorts in great aboundance, ſhippes full of Porceline, 
waxe, Poinyardsand other weapons: they ſeruethe De- 
uill, whome they paint with a halfe Moone inthe one 
hand,and inthe other hand a poinyard, threating men 
therewith, 


The ſecond ofa Chiniſh woman, who being of wealth 
is carryedinachaire hanged about with curtins : they 
hauca great pride in ſmall feet,& forthe ſame cauſe when 
they are youngtheir feetare boundro make theralittle. 
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The picture of the King of Bath, that ſhewed vs great 
fauour, ſitting in this forte in a wagon, drawneby two 
white Buffles, his guarde þeaxing pikes with pointes of 
Golde, which are like tratikes to blowe arrowes out 
of them,: which weknew full well, and hag trycdijr ina 
skirmiſlrvpon the{econd of Nouember whertwth 9, of 
our men were hurt.” Whert'a man dycch ftthit6 Mn- 
trey his friends burne his body, atid his-wines1e#pe wil. 

lingly into the fire,and burne themſelues, and ſuch 

as doe it not are accounted diſhoneſt : they.
